The invention as defined in claim 1 is not novel and lacks an inventive step in light of the disclosures in Dl & 
D2. For example, Dl describes a temperature dependent actuator for controlling the temperature of the fluid to 
be heated. It includes a temperature controlled pressure regulating valve including a flow restricting means (9) 
and the capsule (2) is in fluid communication with the fluid to be heated. The capsule includes a fluid responsive 
fluid which expands or retracts depending on the fluid ten^erature and thus increases/decreases the pressure in 
the coirfines of the capsule and hence causes the piston to extend/retract This in turn either allows or cuts off the 
supply of fluid. 
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
